I've been slowly refinishing and restoring a Mohawk I got from 
fellow BA-ist KD4CPL, and I'd noted great performance on all 
bands but 40m. Occasionally on 40, the rig would just take off, 
and not respond at all to movement of the main tuning dial. 


Tonight I started a careful alignment and peaking of the radio 


and I found out why.... 160 aligned and peaked well... onto 80m...yup.. 
a little tweak and all is well. Now onto 40... align, OK... tracking ...pretty 
good.. now peak the antenna coil... as soon as I touched the 


tuning stut I heard a THUNK onto the bench and knew what I'd find 
underneath. 


Yup! Part of the ferrite core fell from the coil. Looking carefully 
inside, I could see that the brass shaft had sheared some time ago, 
and the broken ends had actually turned greenish blue with oxidation and 
that the ferrite was now in 4 pieces.. At least now I know why the radio 
was subject to uncontrollable flights of fancy, even though I'm 
stuck as far as getting this thing aligned or playing on 40m. 
I'm trying to unthread the remnants out of the core... (what's in there 
is broken radially into 3'rds and is resisting all but the most patient 
attempts to thread it out of the coil.... If I can get it out, I'll epoxy the 
4 pieces back together...) but I think I'm going to need a replacement 
from a donor Mohawk. 


Does anyone have a Mohawk that has been parted, that 
might contain a core from one of the 5/16" diameter coils (the Antenna 
Coils?). I'd greatly appreciate the assistance, and an otherwise 
fine radio will be back on the air. 


A strange audio clipper mod, involving 2 6AL5's a 12AU7 and 
a matching transformer was sucessfully excised, and the radio is 
back the way it was designed... although this mod was nicely 
done, it didn't seem to accomplish anything when Nick and I tested 
it over at his place, and I'm happier with the radio back to stock. All of 
the mods were done on a added subchassis , so the rest of the 
radio was not hacked. 


If you can help me in any way in finding a replacement 
core, I'll be very grateful, and the Marauder and its twin Mohawk 
will hit the airwaves again.

Garey's (K40AH) discovery of the QST notice for registration of crystal 
grinders reflects the very serious concern that the Signal Corps had in 
the ability of the US crystal industry to supply the crystals needed in 
a war effort with the conversion of Army communications systems from the 
"knob turning" concept of radio communications to the "push-button" era 
where everything possible was crystal controlled. Issues like 
availability of raw quartz from South America, combined with sufficient 
warm bodies who knew how to fab blanks was fundamental to the effort and 
direction of the Corps. The cry went out to the most readily 
identifiable groups of persons who could possibly have those talents, 
and the ham community was, of course, clearly visible. Something that 
saved out buns was conversion to smaller blanks, like the FT-243 and 
'241 formats, and conversion to "one crystal for both R and T" designs 
in radios like the BC-620 and 659's. 


Garey, the sense of the notice was not "big brother is watching", but 
rather, a "guaranteed job in the future in a critical industry", or in 
hindsight, "you don't have to go." I suspect that in '41 this was more 
of a survey of existing capability. It ended up being a BIG business. 
I think that it is great that the strategic Signal Corps decision and 
the QST survey got linked up. 


Allied with this was the war effort contingency planning which placed 
the amateur radio community as a key source of trained communications 
specialists when (and if) they were needed. It turns out, of course, 
they were needed, and many of their radios went to the Signal Corps for 


conversion to wartime HF com gear. 


Anyone interested in a very fine grain discussion of the history of the 
Signal Corps, including a discussion of the rational and planning behind 
the birth of a lot of the BAs we love and cherish, can be found in the 
three-volume set of Signal Corps History books published by the Gov 
Printing Office. Three beautiful hard-bound volumes, about 400 pages 
and nominally $20 each, give almost painful details of out arrogance and 
apathy before the WWII, the period of sheer panic and scrambling, and 
the outcome. I don't know if this reference set has ever been discussed 
in this forum, but I can provide details for anyone interested. I have 
been reading my volumes for about 10 months now, and still find them 
interesting. (No, my set will NOT be for sale in My lifetime!)

Certainly at that time the message would have been 
interpreted as a "get the job done" help request rather than a

3. My original intent was to perhaps give an explanation for the 
huge number of crystal manufacturers in the 40's and into the 
50's. Someone on here mentioned that in looking through his 
crystal box almost every crystal was manufactured by a different 


company.! The crystal making process at that time, (maybe 
again today!,) was more of an "art", and required skilled labor 
working mostly by hand. Crystal manufacturing was probably 


more automated during the 60's to turn out all those CB crystals.

I spend my Friday lunches at yard sales, and today I saw a smallish 
black box with knobs and that funny lower-case 'h' in the middle of the 
front. I did not hesitate - to check the price, and from having read 
Boatanchors for months, I had the definite impression that $5 for a 
fair-to-good condition S-38 (no suffix) was significantly, even 
substantially, below market value, even without a plug and only two 
inches of line cord. So I bought it. 

Please, no quotes for $700 near-mint Hallicrafters line cords - I 
won't spend a dime over $500 ;-) ;-) ;-) 


Other than line cord it appears to be complete and likely operational. 
I pulled the chassis out and looked through it - and even with 6 tubes, 
it does look similar to an AA5, the sixth tube obviously being the BFO. 
If I find time this weekend I'll check the capacitors for leakage/ 
reform the electrolytics/replace as neccesary, and then ramp it up 
with the Variac. 

Anyone who has a manual available, please email me - a photocopy 
would be good, but an original would be nice. I know those things 
are out there - I've looked through my BA digest files since 
December and read every message that has "S38" or "S-38" in it. 

There's a label on the chassis that says something to the effect 
of ‘manufactured under several patents of the Radio Corporation of 
America. Patent numbers on request.' What sort of patents were these? 
Did RCA or anyone else have a patent on a superheterodyne reciever? 
Four tubes are 'RCA Radiotron' and apparently original, while the 
other two are replacements of other brand names.

Hi Ben: 


If you have an S-38 with six tubes (should say "S-38" on the 
cabinet) you have the original 1946-48 set, with a separate BFO. 
Should also have a "noise limiter" slide switch on it. The output 
tube will be a 35L6. The original 1946 version has a plug for the 


loudspeaker-to-chassis connection. These were changed in production. 
I have a set that does not have this plug and has S-38A wiring in the 
power supply and oscillator circuits; also, is different from the 
Halli schematic in BFO wiring. I got one of these (later) sets last 
winter, did some checking, and had to replace all the wax paper caps. 
Still need a full set of toobs for it---last owner bulbsnatched the 
toobs and plugged dead soljers in the socket. 


This is, as you note, an AA5 design with an addition BFO tube. It is 
quite well done, as AA5's go----although the original wiring is 
somewhat "rat's nest." These sets have electrical isolation between 
the radio chassis and the cabinet provided by four grommets. Two are 
at the rear of the chassis; two others are on the sub-panels that 
carry the slide switches, where they attach to the main chassis 
(rivetted). If these grommets are not in good condition, replace 
them. The little assortment sold by Radio Shack has enough of the 
right size. 


Many of the AA5 circuits had patents held by Hazeltine (on Long 
Island) and RCA, so you will see these general patent notices on 
AA5's. 


The S-38A and later are five-tube sets, using regeneration in the IF 
for BFO. I believe the cabinet change to a slide-rule dial was done 
with the S-38D in the mid-fifties. Insides are still a 4-band AAS. 


You will want to spend a few hours making a schematic of your specific 
radio, as Halli made production changes not shown in service 
schematics. Note in particular that the band 4 oscillator circuit has 
a screen tickler coil to get the 12SA7 to oscillate above 10 Mhz. 
Alignment is straightforward on all bands---set the LO at the high 
end, then the antenna. Broadcast band has a padder for the low end. 
Early sets had a padder for band 2 as well---in later sets, this is a 
fixed cap. 


Like most Hallicrafters receivers, the design is quite thorough, but 
the radio was designed to be built for a price. They restore quite 

nicely, and you can do a lot of listening complete with AA5 vitamin 

hum---a real period piece unobtainable today.

Thanks to all who responded to my lowered S-meter problem on the 75S-1. 
Of course when the sensitivity lowers very gradually over time one 
doesn't notice so much and having just aligned and checked the tubes 
about three monthes ago... the last thing on my mind was a weak tube. 


But, tested them again per your instructions and sure enough the 6U8 IF 
amp was about half. We are now back in business. Works beautifully 
even if it's not QUITE as quiet as it has been.

Many of you may know this trick but a few new to the line may not. I'm 
an avid SWL xand* I love my S-line receiver so I tried fiddling around 
with changing xtals to get the other bands but it was a pain. Finally 
realized there IS a way to have both ham bands and shortwave broadcast 
stations with the original xtals. BBC, NHK, DW, and Radio Havana are 
some of my favorites. Easy... just set the preselector to 1 at the 
very low end and tune the 14.8MHz band. You'll be tuning roughly 5.95 
to 6MHz. The calibrations won't mean a thing and in my experience each 
receiver seems to work slightly differently as to PTO reading. However 
the S-line does almost as good a job with AM as the R-390A with 
Kleronomos mods -- great listening. 


You'll also find that by mistuning the preselector to either the low 
end or the middle of the scale and setting the band switch to the 15M 
and 20M bands you'll be in the midst of several other SW broadcast 
bands.

I had to shoot my adjust pot with de-oxit. Then I found that 
having 6BA6's isn't enough: you want them from the same Mfg.. 
I'm not saying you have to match them but there does seem to be 


a difference if you have, say, 1 Sylvania and 1 GE in the IF 

tube slots. Now I use only RCA's. I think what is acually happening 
is resistance shift in the cathode bias resistors and also the pot 
suffers some too. The de-oxit brought it back to life and 

using tubes that are very close to each other probably 

counteracts the component aging problem. 

Hope this helps.

When I first opened my Johnson Viking Valiant, I noticed that each of the 
long bolts had black insulating tape wrapped around it at the spot where 
the bolt passes through the center supports. Electrically it made no 
sense to me. I think Jim Garlands comments explain why the tape is 
there, to reduce the amount of "clunk" when the switching to transmit - 
without having to remove the bolts. That "clunk" is loud, scared the 
bejeezes out of me the first time.
